Among the w itnesses were local offi­ 
cers of the iron w orkers’ unions in 
various parts of the country and a 
num ber of letters 
passing between 
them and President Ryan were iden­ 
tified. 
The first of these was Thomas 
Burk, form er business agent of local 
No. 60, at Buffalo. 
Burk had been or­ 
dered to produce copies of certain 
correspondence. 
He testified th at he 
had mali** search for this, but had not 
been aide I* find it. 
Burk, however, 
identified an exhibit of the govern­ 
ment as being a letter w ritten to Ryan 
at his direction. 
He also identified a 
carbon copy of ano th er letter as being 
a copy of the reply he had received. 
Miss Jessie Al innick, from October, 
1907. to May. 1908, a steno graph er at 
the union’s offices, also was used as a 
witness to identify a num ber of let­ 
ters. am ong these being letters from 
Webb and Farrell of New' York; also 
several letters dictated to h er by J. J. 
M cNamara.
